M.-u-greaves calling 
upon him to report that in <-onseipienco of 
Mr. Hargruaves beillj; unable to e.-irry out 
Mr. Hoiidrv's scheme for the extension of 
tho Works, whether he woiihl he w-illiugto 
sit with Mr. Mi'iidry in a ci.i-ordinate 
capai.-ity, so as to secure success in tho 
undertaking. To report relative cost of 
high levid ii'servoir at site near Govern- 
ment house, al Nesliitt's, ,-iiid at point on 
I'omhei-ton roi'ks; the relative i-ost of 
])ipi'H ,-uid coiiiiecl ions to each of the above 
mentioned site:-,; the comparative advan- 
tages of each site as a reservoir for supply- 
ing the high luvols with water ami for 
uiviiig a supply in case of fire; the cost of 
acquisition of each site; whether the pre- 
sent scheino of motors, pijies, etc., would 
allow of the adoption of the highest site 
and, if not, wind, alternative would ho 
pii [lose to meet the case. We have re- 
ceived no reply as to the low level reser- 
voir site, oxcoi)t as above mentioned, and 
yinir committeo feel that no blame is to 
be ntUiulied to us for this vexatious delay. 

Coun, Pearse said that be ,-uid his two 
colleagues had had a Ioiil; iiieeliiii,', to 
gothor. with Mr. Hargruaves, ami had 
asked that guullemau if ho would be able, 
in the event of iMr. lloiulry's death, to 
carry on tho wtu'k in it« entirety. Mr. 
llm-greav'es, of course, said that ho would 
not bo able to do so. Tho intorforenco of 
tho council in this mailer bad brought it 
to a deadlock. If the Ciiiiimitti'o had been 
alloweil to cany out their own plans there 
would have biuui no trouble. Ho wanted 
tlio public to kiuiw that it was the fault 
of the coiineil and not of tho water works 
coiniiiittee. Report rix'eivud and ailopteil.
